is death, and he hears of a plan of escape from this 
penalty. He is taught first to believe, and as a 
consequence the above questions arise in his mind, 
and he begimi to attend church and learn from the 
servants of God; he listens to one, then another, 
and bo ou, one servant tells bim to only believe 
that Christ died for Mm, and has paid the penalty 
and be wonld be saved. Another tells him he 
must pass through a Catechetical course of in- 
structions at the end of which he will be given an 
examination, and il satisfactory will be confirmed 
&c, and be saved. Another telle bim he must be 
subiect to the Priest, who is subject to the Pope 
and only obey his instructions, and he will save 
him. Another telle him be must be baptized by 
Trine immersion, change his dress to a particular 
uniform ; wear his hair and beard a particular style ;
